MONTEVIDEO,

The 
news that 
Peron had de­ 
cided to give up in the fourth day 
of 
the Argentine 
civil war was 
broadcast over the official Argen­ 
tine radio in Buenos Aires, 
Gen. 
I- ranklin Lucero, minister of war, 
in announcing 1‘eron’s decision to 
resign, said: 
“ His spirit of battle prompts him 
to light, 
but his patriotism and 
love of the people induce him 
to 
renounce all personal ambition.'’ 
Actually, Peron and Lucero had 
no choice. 
Buenos Aires was in 
dire danger and the 
revolt had 
.spread rapidly through the prov­ 
inces. 
Lucero played his last card at 
about the time a rebel ultimatum 
was due to expire 
The ultimatum 
stipulated 
that 
tile fleet 
would 
shell Buenos Aires 
unless Peron 
quit. 
Lucero offered 
to negotiate a 
cease-fire, and invited the rebel 
leaders to go in to
